Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 6- 1 2 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claim 6, the Examiner asserts that the novelty of the claim, when read as 
a whole, is the process of "determining whether a repair/encryption module exists in the repair 
server for the first multicast session, selecting at the controller a new IP multicast address and 
port number and a decryption key for a second IP multicast session, sending the new IP multicast 
address and port number and decryption key to a translator/decryption module, creating with the 
controller a new repair/encryption module and providing the new repair/encryption module with 
the new IP multicast address and port number and the encryption key." 

With respect to claim 1 1, the Examiner asserts that the novelty of the claim, when read as 
a whole, is the process of "the controller determining whether a repair/encryption module exists 
in the repair server, the controller generating a new IP multicast address and a port number and a 
decryption key for a second IP multicast session, the controller sending the new IP multicast 
address and port number and decryption key to a translator/decryption module, and the controller 
creating a new repair/encryption module."
